Our affection for Native American Indian jewelry began in 1979, upon our return from 
living in Australia. For 10 years, we sold pieces from our collection at powwows and art shows 
in and around Chicago, IL. 

In 1990, we moved to Florida and opened a physical gallery on Sanibel Island. We named it 
"Aboriginals: Art of the First Person" since we handled indigenous tribal art from several 
cultures. 

In 1995, we opened our first online gallery, as an extension of the physical gallery. It was a 
modest web site complicated by so many variations that we decided to open separate web sites 
for our major genres. Thus, was born Native-JewelryLink.com. 

In about 2007, we moved the site to a server powered by "green" wind-powered energy, and 
renamed it 

Native-American-Jewlry.org. In 2005, the physical gallery on Sanibel Island was closed.
